search for the past

days, 
on 
charges of maliciously killing a heifer) 
and a horse, the property of residents i 
of west of Sedalia.

Constable Bolton was 
notified 
of 
the arrest of Mr. and Mrs. King Sun­ 
day afternoon and in company with 
Deputy Constable Clyde Smith depart­ 
ed for Marshall, where the arrest oc­ 
curred, Monday morning. The couple 
were brought to Sedalia in charge of 
the officers Monday 
afternoon 
and 
will be held in the county jail, await­ 
ing a preliminary hearing in the jus­ 
tice court Tuesday morning. 
More than a week ago the skinned 
carcass of a heifer was found on the 
farm of C. L. Palmer, residing three 
miles west of Sedalia. 
The following 
day a dead horse, 
with 
both 
eyes 
shot out, was found on a farm adjoin­ 
ing the Palmer property. 
Residents 
of that vicinity notified local authori­ 
ties and a reward of $50 was offered 
for the arrest and apprehension of the 
guilty party or parties. 
Constable Bolton learned that the 
day following the finding of the dead 
animals a stranger, driving in a s u i-j 
rev, had disposed of a hide to Settles 
Brothers, oil South Osage avenue. Ob­

description of the 
party, Coinable Bolton began drawing 
a net around several suspects. 
But 
one by one they 
were 
eliminated, 
with the exception 
of 
King> 
who, 
it was learned, in company with his 
wife, had left Sedalia 
on 
Tuesday, 
March 28. 
The 
couple 
drove 
to 
Georgetown, 
where 
they boarded a 
train for Houstonia, and from there 
they went to Higginsville. 
After re­ 
maining in tile latter place for several 
days they went to Marshall, where 
they remained until placed under a r­ 
rest Sunday afternoon. 
Saturday afternoon Constable Bol­ 
ton, while in Sweet Springs, learned 
that the suspect and his wife were in 
Marshall, and from the former place 
notified Deputy Sheriff 
Higgins 
to 
place the couple under arrest. 
King, up to the time of his leaving 
Sedalia, had been making his home 
with his parents at 511 W est Main 
street. He was married on March 25, 
1916, to Miss Callie Steele, aged 25 
years, of Georgetown. 
The marriage 
was performed by Probate Judge E, 
W. Couey. 
Court records show that on June 
7, 1915, King was sentenced to serve 
two years in the state penitentiary 
from tile Pettis county circuit court.

Mrs. King, mother of the defendant, 
when

and in spite of all protests. Several 
towns have been desolated 
by loot­ 
ers. Skoplje, for 
example, 
can no 
longer be recognized. Houses have 
i been destroyed or dismantled, all the 
I wood work having been 
seized and 


J given to the troops for fuel. 
“In Old 
Serbia 
the 
inhabitants 
have suffered'in the most inhuman 
manner. After having all their goods 
looted by the 
soldiers 
their 
wives 
and daughters are violated. In a vil­ 
lage near Skoplje two soldiers 
who 
had violated a young girl were killed 
i by the inhabitants. 
All tho inhabi­ 
tants were held responsible for the 
alleged crime and had to answer for 
it.

Mrs. Swope was a si-ler-in-law of 
Colonel Swope. Under the will, Mrs. 
Hyde and nine other nieces and nep­ 
hews were made heirs. At the death 
of any one of the heirs, the bequests 
under the ^Ui, reverted to the resi­ 
duary part of the estate and the sur­ 
viving relatives shared equally in it. 
Nurses employed 
in 
the 
Swope 
home during the illness of Colonel 
Swope and his nephew were respon­ 
sible for the first rumors regarding 
the deaths of the twro men. 
They 
communicated 
observations 
made 
during the illness of the aged philan­ 
thropist to other members 
of 
the 
Swope family and an investigation 
was begun. 
On January 3, 1916, the 
body of Chrisman was exhumed and 
an autopsy was held. 
A 
few’ 
days 
later that of Colonel Swope was dis­ 
interred. 
Chemists were summoned 
and the visceras were taken to Chi­ 
cago for analysis. 
At a coroner’s inquest February 7, 
I ho 
chemists 
testified 
to 
finding 
enough poison in 
Colonel 
Swope’s 
liver to cause death. On February 17, 
the coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
that Colonel Swope’s death was due 
to poisoning. 
“W’o believe,” said the jury’s signed 
verdict, “said strychnine was admin­ 
istered in a capsule at 8:30 a. rn., of 
♦ he day he (Colonel Swope) died, by 
direction of Dr. B. C. Hyde, whether 
w ith felonious intent, we, the jury are 
unable to decide.” 
Following the 
coroner’s 
inquest, 
Or Hyde was arrested und*r a war­ 
rant charging first degree murder in 
the death of Colonel Sw’ope. 
He was 
released under 
$50,000 
bond. 
On 
March 6, 1910, 
eleven 
indictments 
igainst Doctor Hyde were returned by 
tho county grand jury. 
These charg­ 
ed: 
First degree 
murder 
for 
the 
death of Colonel Swope and for the 
death of Chrisman Swope and man­ 
slaughter for negligently killing Col­ 
onel Moss Hunton, a cousin of Col­ 
onel Swope, and one of the executors 
of the estate, by bleeding 
him 
to 
death. Huston died tw’o days before 
Colonel Swope’s death. 
The remaining indictments charged 
poisoning other 
members 
of 
the 
Swope household with typhoid germs. 
Doctor Hyde was placed on trial 
April l l 
The most important wit­ 
nesses against him were Miss Pearl 
Kedar, a nurse in the Sw’ope home, 
who described the giving of a capsule 
to Colonel Swope and the convulsion 
which followed on the day 
of 
the 
philanthropist's death, and Dr. Hugo 
Brecklein, a druggist. 
Dr. Brecklein 
testified that he had sold Dr. Hyde 
cyanide in a capsule form three times. 
He said he had never before filled 
such an order. 
He also told of Dr. 
Hyde purchasing tw’o hundred media 
cultures. 
Thomas H. Swope, Jr., a nephew 
of Colonel Swope, declared 
lie 
saw 
Doctor Hyde tramp cyanide capsules 
in front of the Swope home. He said 
he picked them up and noted the pe­ 
culiar odor of cyanide. 
Doctor Hyde, testifying in his own 
behalf, explained he procured typhoid 
germs to start a laboratory. Ho said 
he bought cyanide capsules to kill 
roaches. 
He denied giving poison to 
Colonel Swope and Chrisman Swope 
and denied bleeding Moss Hum on to 
loath 
He said the capsule given Col­ 
onel Swope was a digestive capsule. 
Mrs. Hyde testified for her husband. 
She said Thomas Swope, Jr., could 
not have found a cyanide capsule be­ 
cause he did not leave the house the 
evening in question. 
The jury found 
Dr. Hyde guilty of murder in the first 
degree and he was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 
The 
Missouri 
su­ 
preme court granted Doctor Hyde a 
new- trial on a technical error. 
The physician again was placed on 
trial in the fall of 1911. After hearing 
testimony for a month, one of the 
jurors, weary of 
long 
confinement, 
climbed through a transom and es­ 
caped from the jury room. 
A mis­ 
trial was declared. 
The third trial, in 1913, resulted in 
disagreement. 
Since the last hear­ 
ing, the state has sought many con- 
inuances because of lack of funds 
to prosecute and inability to get w it- 
nesses together. 
Since the original 
trial, tw’o important witnesses died. 
They were Dr. G. T. Twyman, the 
Swope family physician, 
and 
Miss 
,ou E. Van Nuvs, a nurse. 
During his life Colonel Svrope prov­ 
ed himself a great benefactor to Kan­ 
sas City, where he had amassed his 
ortune. 
His most conspicuous gilt 
as the beautiful 1,354 acre Swope 
park. 
He also established the Sw*ope 
settlement. 


In order to satisfy the inquiring 
public, as wTell as Hie many admirers 
and patrons of Ruth St. Denis as to 
the correct pronunciation of her name,

often 
mispronounced,

ter of France. 
The love 
of 
the 
French people and their recognition 
of her artistic ability, appealed to the 
dancer so strongly that she adopted 
the n a m e they had given her, .and has 
used it every since as her “nommc 
de theatre,” but instead of using tho 
French pronounciation of “San Denee“ 
she prefers to be called St. Denis. 
Furthermore, Miss St. 
Denis 
has 
never visited India or Japan, or any 
other part of the orient, but has made 
a life studv of their religions, ens- 
I 
toms and characters, and is credited 
by the natives of these countries as 
giving a more perfect interpretation} 
of their native dances than any for­ 
eign artist. 
Much of her information 
has been derived from the native Hin­ 
doos wiio appear with her in her 
oriental dances, and who have been 
attached to her company for the past 
eight years.
